Forces to be mobilized 
by the movement here will be the churches, hopefully a 
complete involvement of the ministry here, college and high 
schcol students, the 100,000 unemployed Negroes, and neighbor- 
hoods, the latter term meaning households and families on a 
door-to-door basis. In connection with the increased effort 
here, additional SCLC personnel will be sent to Chicago. 


The first phase of this developmental aprrozch to 
action will be that of organizing and educating the people 


dnvolved to the issues. It is anticipated, according to King, 


that by Marck 1, 1966, certain of these key issues will have 
evolved and be clarified fer all concerned, and tactics 
surrounding these issues will be decided on a day-to-day basis. 
The possibility cf demonstrations 8 a tactic to be utilized 
is very likely. By May 1, 1966, massive direct action, non- 
violert in nature, should be possible and will be launched 
around the key issues as enumerated, that is housing, education, 
unemployment and the like.
